DREADFUL EARTHQUAKE. 


Destruction of the city Conception and 


its port Talcahuana. 


We have received, by the ship Coral, 


Capt. Whitten, arrived at New Bedford 
in 85 days from Talcahuana, intelligence 
of an awful earthquake, which destroyed 
the port of Talcahuana, the city of Con- 
ception, and more than 30 villages lyin^ 
between the Pacific and the Andes*. 
The num! er of lives lost had not been as- 
certained when the Coral sailed. There 
were but two other ships in. the harbor 
at the time, namely, the Milton and 
Nile. 
A small schooner 
was driven 


from her anchorage, and drifted over the 
town, the sea rushing upon the land in 
*reat waves, after the first shock, rising 
twenty-five or thirty feet, and sweeping 
away the ruins. 
Many lives were saved 


by the active exertions of the crews of 
the three American ships. 
The Coral 


sailed on the Glh of March, up to which 
time, the shocks continued every day, 
but with diminished violence. 
From 4 


to 500 persona were believed to have 
perished in the villages. 


A gentleman who was an eye witness 


of this terrible calamity, describes it as 
follows. 


"The morning of the 20th was clear & 


serene, but it will prove an ever memora- 
ble day to the miserable people now in- 


the border hills in this vicinity. 


The first shock commenced at 20 min- 
utes pastil o'clock, and lasted with but 
slight intermission for 47 minutes, caus- 
ing the hills and valleys to rise and fall 
like the waves of the ocean. 
During the 


continuance of the first shock, which 
was much the most severe, I expected 
to be destroyed every moment—it was 
almost impossible to keep upright. 


Talcahuana is completely destroyed 


—the buildings were not only shaken 
down, but the ruins of houses, stores, &c. 
were completely swept away afterwards 
by the sea, which retired about 15 min- 
utes after the first shock, leaving the ship- 
ping entirely dry, at anchor in the har- 
bor—it came in again in about two min- 
utes, to the height of 25 feet above the 
usual mark, overwhelming the whole 
place. 
Men, women and children fled 


for the mountains, but many were over- 
taken and swept to the ocean by the re- 
ceding waves, which completed the en- 
tire destruction of the town, depriving 
hundreds of people of their second gar- 
ments—many who were in good circum- 
stances are now completely destitute. 
Furniture of all kinds was carried away 
with the houses; not even leaving a ves- 
tige to inform the owner of the fhuaticm 
of his former residence. 
It would re- 


quire an eye witness to be made acquain- 
ted with the complete destruction of the 
town by this awful calamity. 


Conception^ city containing about 25,- 


000 inhabitants, is one complete heap of 
ruins—the houses being chiefly built of 
brick. There is not one,solitary build- 
•ing left standing within the limits of the 
city, and for leagues around. The shock 
came from a southeast direction, and in 
its way destroyed every thing. 
A num- 


ber of small towns have been heard from 
—Chillian, Salen, Armadeau, Lingus, 
Envas, Peusul, St. Carlos, "Vlallaya and 
Armyles were destroyed. 


The number of lives lost could not be 


correctly ascertained. 
A new cathedral, 


building in Conception, buried twenty- 
workmen in its ruins. 


The New Bedford Gazette describes 


the dreadful catastrophe in the following 
manner : 


The shocks continued (three or four 


every day) up to the time the ship left. 
On the 22d, a large portion of the island 
Caracana, at the mouth of the bay, was 
swallowed up. 
On the 5th of March, it 


•was stated there, that from 25 to 30 
towns, besides many small villages be- 
tween Conception and the Cordillera?, 
were scenes of complete ruin. From 
four to five hundred lives were lost just 
in that section of country—but the extent 
of the suffering is not yet known—prob- 
ably twice that number have been buried 
In the rUins. 


The condition of the people who for- 


merly inhabited spacious and convenient 
dwellings, where now not even a brick 
is left to mark the spot, is one of the ut- 
most suffering. 
The poor people who 


Jived, in the country in small reed huls 
liai-e suffered but little. 
The houses 


•withstood the shocks, and to them is 
preserved a roof for shelter. Those who 


of clothes they now have, making their 
sufferings much greater. 


It ia a mailer of history, that between 


the years 1520 and 1752, five tfreat earth- 
quakes occurred ia Chili. 
That on the 


15th 
of Marcb. 1G37, destroyed-a great 


part of the capital; that on the 18th of 
June, 1730, drove the sea against the ci- 
ty of Conception, and overthrew its walls ; 
and that on the 20th of May, 1751, com- 
pletely destroyed that city, which was a- 
gain inundated by the sea, and levelled 
with the ground all the fortresses and vil- 
lages lying between lat. 34 and 40 South. 
The shocks continued at intervals more 
than a month. 
Not an individual human 


life, however, was lost on this occasion^ 
except some invalids who were drowned 
in Conception. 
In 1751," Conception 


was rebuilt on the north side of the river 
Biobio, about a league from the sea, 


. ANNAPOLIS, May 30. 


A party of pleasure, including the fam- 


ily of Col. WALBACH, commandant of 
Fort Severn, embarked on Monday last, 
and after spending a delightful day upon 
the water, rambling over the beautiful 
green banks of the Severn, and partaking 
of a repast upon the shores of the Round 
Bay, the schooner was reluming with 
the party in the evening, when a sudden 
flaw of wind struck her—the main boom 
jibbed, and carried one of the young la- 
dies overboard.

ing to a sudden careen of the vessel, was 
the means of plunging him to a great 
depth. 
When he rose, the object of his 


anxiety was no longer to be seen. Nea- 
ring the spot, however, she was discern- 
ed sinking below the waves. 
On being 


brought up, she very naturally clung 
to the only object within reach, for safe- 
ty, bat unfortunately in such a manneras 
to deprive him of the power of motion, ne- 
cessary to keep above water. 
In a short 


time both sunk together. 


Rallying his strength, with an effort, 


he rose again with his fair charge, and 
not only sustained her long enough for 
her to breathe afresh, but with ihe utmost 
presence of mind, made dispositions to 
Keep afloat; but entangled with clothes, 
and disabled from motion, his buoyance 
soon, of course, became exhausted, and 
both again disappeared. 


It occurred to Lieut. W. as he sunk, to 


endeavor to reach the bottom, in order to 
obtain an impetus for re-ascending, but 
the depth was found too great, there be- 
ing 2i feet of water. 
It was probably 


with the last remains of strength that a- 
nother exertion enabled him to regain the 
surface with his fair companion. 
But 


they sunk again. 
His brother, Lieut, of 


the U. States Army, who had been at the 
head of the boat when the accident occur- 
red, on perceiving those overboard sprang 
into the river, and reached the parties at 
this critical moment. 
In the act of bring- 


ing them up to the surface, the young la- 
dy insensibly placed her hand upon his 
head, so as effectually to keep him un- 
der water. 
In this position, however, 


he retained his presence of mind, and 
by swimming under water with his broth- 
er's hand upon his shoulder, contrived to 
sustain both for a considerable, and to 
them all, a most eventful space. All 
three, however, became exhausted, and 
had sunk a full arm's length, when the 
Captain of the schooner," having suc- 
ceeded in rounding his boat to, and 
launching a small crazy pw.it from her 
deck, arrived just in time to reach one 
of the party, and thereby bringing them 
all up io the surface. 
The first breath of

From the Maine Farmer. 
A PPLE T R E E S BEARING AL- 
T E R N A T E YEARS. 


Those who have had any thing to do 
with Orchards, or who hnve paid any at­ 
tention to apple trees, know very well 
that lome trees will not bear a full crop 
tvery year. 
The cause of this is, prob­ 
ably, the exhaustion of the trees during 
the bearing year. 
In those years the 
tree hangs full—-indeed all its powers 
are put forth to bear and ripen such a 
heavy crop ; and this expense of sap, or 
other matter, so exhausts the system that 
it takes a year of rest to bring up its en- 
eYgies. 
This may or may not be the 
true cause ; at any rate, the fact is well 
known ; and many who have good varie­ 
ties of apples, have regretted that they 
could not change this state of things in 
regard to particular trees, and have a crop 
every year. 


A gentleman, well known as a sue- 
cessfii! orchardist, informs us, that he has 
eucceeded in changing this habit, in a va­ 
riety of Juneatings, which he had in his 
orchard, which bore alternately. 
He did 
it in the following manner: 


Having other trees which bore alter­ 
nately, but not the same year with the 
Juneatings, he was convinced that by en­ 
grafting the habits of the ot\e would 
counteract that of the other, and a “ nulli­ 
fication** of them be produced. 
Accor­ 
dingly, on a bearing year of the Juneat­ 
ings he took scions from them and en­ 
grafted into stocks which would that 
year be barren. 
The results, in the ca­ 
ses whieh he has tried, justifies the con­ 
clusion which he had drawn, and he has 
Juneatings every year. 


Whether it is necessary that the scion 
to be engrafted, should be taken from its 
parent on a fruitful year or not we can­ 
not tell; or whether this system will be 
attended with a similar result in all trees 
whieh bear in this way, or that have bar­ 
ren and fruitful years, we are unable to 
say. 
It is, however, a subject worth at­ 
tending to ; and we should like to learn 
any facts from those who have had ex­ 
perience in these things.

Natural Philosophy.—In illustration 


of the importance oi being acquainted 
with the philosophy of the atmosphere, 
the following anecdote is given in 'Dick, 
on the Improvement of Society :' 


A respectable gentleman of landed pro- 


perty, in one of the middle counties of 
Scotland, applied to a friend of mine, a 
lecturer on Chemistry and .Natural Phi- 
losophy, in order to obtain his advice re- 
specting a pump-well which he had late- 
ly constructed at a considerable expense. 
Me told him, that, notwithstanding every 
exertion, he could not obtain a drop of 
waier from the spout, although he was 
quite sure there was plenty of water in 
the well, and although he had plastered 
it all around, and blocked up every crev- 
ice. 
When my friend inspected the 


pump, he suspected that the upper part 
of ihe pump was air-tight, and conse- 
quently, thai the atmospheric pressure 
could not act on the suiface of the water 
in the well. 
He immediately ordered a 


hole to be bored adjacent to the spout of 
the pump, when the air rushed in with 
considerable force; and, on pumping, 
the water flowed copiously from the 
spout. 
The gentleman was both over- 


joyed and astonished ; but it is somewhat 
astonishing that neither he nor his neigh- 
bors, nor any of the workmen who had 
been employed in its construction, should 
have been able to point oul ihe cause of 
the defect; but, on ihe other hand, should 
have taken the very opposite means for 
remedying it, namely, by plastering up 
every crevice, so as to produce a kind of 
vacuum within the well. This, and sim- 
ilar facts, show how little progress scien- 
tific, knowledge has yet made, even a- 
mong the middle classes of ihe commu- 
nity.

twice as much as each inhabitant of Great 
Britain, the annual consumption in China 
would be half a million of tons. 


The use of tea in Jiurope commenced 


about one hundred and eighty-rive years 
ago, and in this time ihe consumption! 
has raised from a nameless fraction to 
nearly thirty thousand tons. 
A greater 


quantity is consumed in Great JBritain 
than in all the rest of Europe and Amer- 
ica. 
As 10 ihe quesiion whether China 


will be able to supply any great quantity 
in proportion to the increased demand, 
the writer in the Review thinks there 
is no doubt but it will. 
The cul- 


ture, which was extended from two to 
live provinces, to meet European demand, 
can be extended to many others. 
The 


land on which the tea is cultivated con- 
sists of hills and mountains of no remark- 
able fertility, and not suiied-for the pro- 
duction of corn. 
Of these, notwithstand- 


ing the highly cultivated state of the 
plains and valleys of China, there is much 
unoccupied. 


The effects of tea upon the human 


frame are those of a very gentle stimu- 
lant, producing an exhilaration of spirits. 
It is to this alone thai it owes its general 
adoption.

Cuticlre of Tea.—We find, in the last 


number of the Westminster Review, the 
fullest and most interesting account we 
have ever met with, of ihe nature and cul- 
ture of tea, a commodity which forms the 
chief bond of connexion between the em- 
pire of China, with its population of 
three hundred and fifty millions, and the 
rest of ihe world. 


The lea plant is a bushy evergreen 


shrub, which, if permitted to attain its na- 
tural size, will grow to the height of 12 
feet. 
In botany it consiitules b°v ilself 


distinct genus, of which there'is but a 
single species, ihe plains yielding ihe 
different kinds of black anil ore en teas 
being in reality no more than permanent 
varieties, the result of long culture. 
The 


plant has been cultivated~iji China from 
time immemorial. 
The latitudes in 


which it thrives best are from 23 lo 30 
North. Like the vine, it is cultivated on 
the sides of hills, in preference to plains. 
It is raited from the seed, and yields its 
in>t crop in from two lo three years. 
When the best teas are raised."the plant 
is carefully pruned, and prevented from 
attaining a height exceeding two or three 
lecl. The produciion of ffood lea de- 
pends upon soil, locality, and season, ful- 
ly as much as that of good wine.

ii. loo, ihc produce varies according to 
the care wnh which the crop is colleried 
and prepared for use. 
From ihe same 


plant arc commonly taken, in each sea- 
son, four crops, which is nnoihcr can?e of 
vanciy in tea as it appears in ihe markel.

prophecy. 
It was, indeed, easy to fore- 
tee that at travelling increases in this 
country, casualties must increase, unti 
the law interpoites some protection for 
the traveller. 
Human life is held much 
cheaper in the U. States than In any conn 
try in the world. 
In all countries where 
there are steamboats, except this, there 
are laws and’ regulations for the proven 
tion and punishment of such “ travelling 
accidents* as occur almost weekly on

our waters. 
Soáie years ago, this sub 
ject, (so far as lelstes to Steamboats) was 
broughtlicfore Congress and referred to 
a c'Qmmiltee of which Mr. Wickliffe was 
chairman.

The address lo his old 
constiiuents, “ whom God knew he had 
never flattered,” amid all their unwaver­ 
ing and distinguished support, was pecu­ 
liarly aflecting. 
The picture of the past, 
was most striking and instructive,and up­ 
on the darkly threatening future, he would 
fuin shut his eyes. 
But it was useless to 
disguise it, the political elements of the 
country were deeply excited, and the 
most tinmoved were unable to resist the 
conviction, that a fearful uncertainty, at 
least, hung upon the vista before us. 


The stale of general corruption at 
Washington, was appalling; and he had 
left it, and ihe Federal councils, without 
hope, to devote the liiile strength which 
his services there had left to him, lo the 
welfare and improvement of his own 
state. 
He had quitted it, as a just man 
might have quitted Sodom and Gomor­ 
rah ; and if it should please God in his 
wrath, to shower down fire upon thatde- 
voieil ciiy, ho confidently trusted that 
none of it would reach him in Carolina. 
It was his ardent desire------a desire in 
which he earnestly hoped for the co-oper- 
aiion of his fellow citizens— to put the 
Stale in a condition of defence for the fu­ 
ture, which might serve to ward oft’ the 
ruin impending over our institutions. 
It 
was his anxious wish, to make the Militia 
of the State, in faci, what it was in theo­ 
ry. 
He had entered public life, like 
most young men, with the most enthusi­ 
astic admiration of, and unlimited confi- 
deuce in, our Federal Constitution and 
Government; which years of bitter expe­ 
rience only, could shake—had believed it 
a self-acting and self-correcting machine 
—a sort of perpetual motion of politics— 
which would go on forever, of ilself, with­ 
out the necessity of aid or repair, or the 
trouble of winding up. 
But ihe experi­ 
ence of every consiiiulional government 
had proved the utter imbecility of mere 
parchment consliluiions and provisions, 
lo protect thobe for whose benefit they 
were made, against the natural encroach­ 
ments of power, ar.d inroads of oppres­ 
sion. 


And our constitution, instead of check­ 
ing, in the slightest degree, the abuses 
and outrages ofthe government, had ser­ 
ved as a ready, and continual pretext for 
them, and been used even as a rampart, 
behind which the usurpers of every De- 
pirtment ofthe Federal Government, had 
securely planted the batteries of oppres­ 
sion, and directed liiem, with murderous 
eflect, against the rights and interests of 
the Slates. 
It was a wise dispensation 
of Providence, he said, that the libenies 
and interests of every country, should 
depend, not on parchments, but ihe ever- 
watchful virtue, inielligence, patriotism, 
and self-defence, of those who enjoyed 
them; and that a people, indolently or 
carelessly unwilling to make the sacrifi­ 
ces of time, trouble, or expense, to plice 


themselves in a slat« of prèpsratioti a- 
gainst the encroachments of any advona- 
ry, were unworthy of the blesiings of 
liberty, and would soon be deprived of 
them. 
The militia system, as it existed, 
was a miserable mockery of self-defence, 
and he was astonished that respectable 
citizens could consent to make themselves 
the common repealed laughing stocks of 
boys under ten years of age, in the par­ 
ades in the public streets. 
He hoped 
they would co-operate with him, in coir- 
reeling this common and most deleteri­ 
ous abuse and disgrace, and cheerfully 
concede the few days of each year, ne­ 
cessary to render the militia a certain 
protection to the State, instead of a dis­ 
grace lo it.

CHAM BER OF PEER S. 


Sitting of April 27. 


“ The Minister of War, in the absence 
of the Minister of the Finances, present­ 
ed the Bill adopted by the Chamber of 
Deputies for the grant of 25 millions for 
the execution of the Treaty with the U. 
States.—The Minister then entered into 
some developemenis of the Treaty of the 
4ih of July, and stated, that if the rela­ 
tions between France and America were 
lo be renewed, it was not now for the for­ 
mer to take the initiative. 


He Slated that Ministers had, with the 
utmost good faith, exerted their best ef­ 
forts to obtain the means of discharging 
the American claims, and there their 
task ended. 
They were convinced that 
such steps would be taken by America 
as would expunge every trace of a mis« 
understanding which ought never to have 
existed. 
The Chamber of Deputies had 
understood the feelings of the Minister» 
on this point, and consequently inserted 
in the text ofthe Bill a clause to which 
Ministers had agreed. 
Another amend­ 
ment which had been rejected at the sug> 
gesiion of the Government, the object 
having been to subject to publicity the 
explanations which the French Govern­ 
ment had a right to expect from the Gov­ 
ernment of the U. Slates. 
Minister» 
were of opinion that the dignity of France 
should be satisfied, but they at the same­ 
time thought that the satisfaction must bo- 
offered in a manner honorable lo both na­ 
tions. 


The sitting was adjourned at half past 
four until Thursday.

APPLE TREES BEARING AL- 


TERNATE YEARS. 


Those who have had any thing; to d 


with Orchards, or who have paid any at 
tention to apple trees, know vorv we! 
that some trees will not bear a full cro 
every year. 
Tho cause of tins is, prob 


ably, the exhaustion of the trees durin 
the bearing year. 
In those years th 


tree hangs full——indeed all its power 
are put forth to bear and ripen such 
heavy crop ; and this expense of sap, o 
other matter, so exhausts the system tha 
it takes a year of rest to bring up its en 
ergies. This may or may not be the 
true cause ; at any rate, the fact is wel 
known ; and many who have good varie 
ties of apples, have regretted that they 
could not change this state of things ii 
regard to particular trees, and have a cro] 
every year 


A gentleman, well known as a sue 


cossful orchardist, informs us, that he has 
succeeded in changing this habit, in a va 
riety of Juneatings, which he had in his 
orchard, which bore alternately. 
He die 


it in the following manner : 


Having other trees which bora alter 


nately, but not the same year with the 
Juneatings, he was convinced that by en- 
grafting the habits of the one woult 
counteract that of the other, and a "nulli- 
fication" of them be produced. 
Accor- 


dingly, on a bearing year of the Juneat 
ings lie took scions from them and en 


d into stocks which would that 


year be barren. 
The results, in the ca- 


ses which he has tried, justifies the con- 
clusion which he had drawn, and he has 
Juneatings every year.

FLYING 
MACHINE. 


To endeavor to stop the progress of 


science, would be an.attempt as futile as 
to prevent the earth from revolving on its 
axis, and proceeding in its annual course 
round the sun. 
It is equally impossible 


to bound the limits of human improve- 
ment. 
If a century ago our ancestors 


had been told, that towns and cities could 
be beautifully lighted from one common 
source of Gas, and that carriages could 
be propelled by steam at the rate of 30 
miles an hour, the man who should have 
dared to make suclr statements, would 
have been treated as a lunatic ; yet these 
things have been effected. 


And now, a native citizen of Pittsburg, 


proposes to make an rcrial machine, to 
navigate the air by steam. 
Let not the 


incredulous express his doubts, nor let 
the sciolist laugh and shrug his shoul- 
ders, & assume a look of deep penetra- 
tion ; mtn of unquestionable science are 
satisfied that the thing is practicable, and 
that Mr. Abraham Mason has invented 
and built a Flying machine. 


The inventor built, by subscription, a 


model of it in the c"ity of Cincinnati, but 
owing to the disagreement of the subscri- 
bers, the thing was left in an unfinished 
state and abandoned, and they violated 
the contract by taking the machine out 
of his hands. 
Mr. Mason now resides 


in his native city, and intends if he can 
obtain pecuniary assistance, to build on» 
on an improved plan, (but on the same 
irinciple) that will raise its own weight 
with all its machinery, ami himself. 


The cost of the machine, he believes, 


will be about $1000, and'in order to raise 
his sum the inventor proposes to have 
one thousand tickets of admission, and 
each person who subscribes one dollar re- 
ceive a ticket which will admit him to see 
he machine when completed.

“ The pleasure which is usually felt at 
the near approach of my graiuatiou and 
return home has been damped by an acci­ 
dent of the most tragical event, which 
hat cast a gloom over the whole of our 
little community. 
'J'lie room immedi­ 
ately opposite 10 mine was occupied by 
cadet Jas. G. Carter, of Virginia, of 
whose family you havo probably heard. 
He has a venerable grandfather, who ten­ 
derly loves him. 
He had anxiously ex­ 
pected the return of his grandson from 
West Point next week to accompany him 
on a journey to the Sulphur Springs.— 
James Carter was decidedly tl}e gayest 
and liveliest young man whom 1 have ev. 
er seen. 
lie always seemed cheerful 
and happy, and was proverbial for his 
animauon and never failing fiow of spir­ 
its. 
He had writlen but a few days 
since to his parents, describing the pleas­ 
ure which he anticipated on his return to 
his home, and how ardently ho longed

AN ACT to provide for calling a Convention 


with limited powers. 


SEC. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 


and House of Representatives of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Geri- 
eral Assembly met, and it is hereby en- 
acied by the authority of the same, Tha 
for the purpose of ascertaining the sense 
of the citizens of this commonwealth, on 
the expediency of calling a convention ol 
delegates, lo be elected by the people, 
with authority to submit amendments ol 
the State Constitution to a vole of the 
people for their ratification or rejection, 
and with no other or greater powers what- 
soever. It shall be the duty of each of 
the inspectors of votes for the several 
townships, wards and districts in this 
commonwealth, at the next general elec- 
tion, to receive tickets, either written or 
printed, from the citizens thereof qualifi- 
ed to vote at such general election, and 
to deposite them in a proper box or box- 
es to be for that purpose provided by the 
proper officers ; which tickets shall be la- 
belled on the outside with the word 
"Convention," and those who are favor- 
able to a convention to be elected as afore- 
said, with limited powers as aforesaid, 
may express their desire by voting each, 
one written or printed ticket or~ ballot 
containing the words: "Fora convention 
to submit its proceeding to a vote of ihe 
people," and those who are opposed to 
such convention, may express their op- 
position by voting each, one printed or 
written ticket, or ballot containing the 
words, "Against a convention." and all 
tickets containing thewor^s, "For a con- 
vention," and all containing the words. 
"Against a convention," shall be counted 
and returned whether other words be or 
be not added. 


SEC. 2. The said election shall in all 


respects be conducted as the general elec- 
tions of this commonwealth are now con- 
ducted, and it shall be the duty of the re- 
turn judges of the respective counties 
thereof, first having carefully ascertained 
the number of votes given for or against 
the calling of a convention in the manner 
aforesaid, to make out duplicate returns 
thereof, expressed in words at length and 
not in figures; only one of which returns 
so made out shall be lodged in the pro- 
thonolary's office of the proper county. 
and the other sealed and directed to ihe 
Speaker of ihe Senate, which shall be by- 
one of the said judges delivered to the 
sheriiT, wiih the other returns required by 
law 10 be iransmitJed to the secretary c 
the commonwealth, whose duty it shall 
be to iransnij; ihe same therewith, and 
the Speaker of the Senate shall open ant" 
publish the same in the presence of ihe 
members of the two Houses of ihe Le^is 
falnre on the second Tuesday of Decem- 
ber next. 


SEC. 3. It shall be the dnly of the sec- 


retary- of ihe commonwealth lo transmit 
a copy of this act to the commissioners of 
each county in the slate, who, on receipt 
of the same, shall publish it at ihe ex- 
pense of the county-, at least once a week 
for six successive weeks, in two or more 
newspapers jprimsd in the said county, 
and the sherin of each county, in the pro- 
clamation to be by him published, of the 
holding of the next general election, shall 
give notice that voles will be given for or 
against the calline of a ronvefnion afore- 
said.

WASHINGTON, June 4. 1835. 


Another "travelling accident" occur- 


red on the Baltimore road last evening. 
One of the Safety Line of coaches over- 
look a coacli belonging to the Mail Line 
near the half-way house between this Ci- 
ty ancl Baltimore, when the safety 
line 


drove against the mail coach anil tilted it 
over a precipice fifteen or twenty feet 
high, "with horses, driver, and passen- 
gers. 


The coach was dashed in pieces, the 


horses much injured, and 'the" driver and 
passengers seriously hurt. 
That a sin- 


gle individual escaped with his life is mi- 
rsculous. 


The Safety driver was arrested this 


morning and held to -bail, and his princi 
pals will no doubt be held to an account 
by the sufferers. 


It was predicted that this season would 


abound in "travelling accidents,"—i, e. 
in casualties to travellers, occasioned 
by the negligence, depravity, or cupidity 
of those who have charge of the public 
conveyances by land and water,—and 
pretty considerable progress has already 
been made towards the fulfilment of the 
prophecy. It was, indeed, easy to fore- 
see that as travelling increases in this 
country, casualties must increase, unti 
the law interposes some protection for 
the traveller. 
Human life is held much 


cheaper in the U. Stales than in any conn 
try in the world. 
In all countries when 


there are steamboats, except this, there 
nre laws and regulations for the preven 
lion and punishment of such "travelling 
accidents' as occur almost weekly on 
our waters. 
Some years ago, this sub 


ject, (so far as relates to Steamboats) wa 
brought before Congress and referred t 
a committee of which Mr. Wickliffe wa 
chairman. 
That gentleman made an e 


laborate report accompanied by an ex 
cellent bill, which was never read ever 
ihc first lime by its title,—for the repor 
was never taken up for consideration.— 
At the commencement of the last Con 
gress, the President in'his message pre 
sentcd the subject as one which earnest 
ly demanded immediate legislation.— 
' Several memorials from different parts o 
the country, callingthe attention of Con 
gress to the subject, were at the time pre 
sented. 
Mr.^jiVebsler brought the sub 


ject before the Senate, in a set speech, a 
a very early day in the session, and ha'c 
it referred to a committee of which he 
was chairman. 
He look the trouble to 


look into the regulations of other countries 
on the subject, and with liule delay, re- 
ported a bill, which, I recollect, I consid- 
ered at the time as good and sufficient, 
so far as it went.—but still imperfect, in- 
asmuch as it did not, like Mr, Wiclc- 
liffe's bill, provide for ihe prevention of 
•casualties by fire. But, whether good 
or bad, the bill was never taken up for 
consideration.

But it was useless to 
disguise it, the political elements of the 
country were deeply excited, and the 
nost unmcved were unable to resist the 
conviction, that a fearful uncertainty, at 
east, hung upon the vista before us.

of the State, in fact, what it was in theo- 


He had entered public life, like 


most young men, with the most enthusi- 
astic admiration of. and unlimited confi- 
lencc in, our Federal Constitution and 
Government; which years of bitter expe- 
rience only, could shake—bail believed it i 
a self-acting and self-correcting machine 
—n sort of perpetual motion of politics— 
which would go on forever, of itself, whh- 
oui ihe necessity of aid or repair, or the 
rouble of winding up.

FIVE DAYS LATER FKOM EU- 


ROPE. 


By the arrival at N. York, of the 


Packet Ship Albany, Capt. Hawkins, 
from Havre, the 25th of April, and Bri- 
tannia, Capt. Waite, from Liverpool, the 
1st of May, we have information Five 
Days later than our former advices. 


It will be seen that the Indemnity Bill 


has been presented to the French Cham- 
ber of Peers for their sanction, and that 
Mr. Valaze has attempted to append lo 
the vote, an offensive condition. This 
it would seem has given great offence to 
the American Minister and American 
Commodore. 


We do not find in the news, sufficient 


cause to jusiify the apprehension, which 
we have heard expressed in this city yes- 
terday. 
We see it staled lhat General 


Bernard is to be sent out to this country, 
to settle with the President the terms of 
explanation demanded by the Chambers. 


Our readers will remember the diffi- 


culties which ihe bill appeared lo encoun- 
ler in the Chamber of Deputies, yet it 
passed with even a larger majority than 
was at any time expected. 
The Bill was 


to be acted on by the French Peers on 
the 27th. 
We confess that while we do 


not regard ihe indemnity bill as settled, 
we do not consider it as much in danger 
with the Peers, as with the Depulies. 
But our readers have before them the facts 
of the case, so far as we have received 
them. 


CHAMBER OF PEERS. 


Sitting of April 27." 


"The Minister of War, in ihe absence 


of the iMinister of the Finances, present- 
ed the Bill adopted by the Chamber of 
Deputies for the grant of 25 millions for 
ihe execution of the Treaty whh the U- 
Slates.—The Minister then entered into 
some developements of the Treaiy of the 
4th of July, and stated, thai if the rela- 
lions between France and America were 
to be renewed, it was not now for the for- 
mer to take the initiative. 


lie stated that Ministers had, with the 


utmost good faith, exerted their best ef- 
forts to obtain the means of discHarging- 
the American claims, and there their 
task ended. 
They were convinced lhat 


such steps would be taken by America 
as would expunge every trace of a mis- 
understanding which ought never to have 
existed. 
The Chamber of Deputies had 


understood the feelings of ihe Ministers 
on this poinl, and consequently inserlecl 
in the text of the Bill a clause to'which 
Ministers had agreed. 
Another amend- 


ment which had been rejected at the sug- 
gestion of the Government, the object 
having been to subject to publicity the 
explanations which the French Govern- 
ment had a right to expect from the Gov- 
ernment of the U. Slates. 
Ministers 


were of opinion that the dignity ofFrance 
should be satisfied, but they at the same- 
time thought that the satisfaction niust he- 
offered in a manner honorable to both na- 
tions. 


The sitting was adjourned at half past 


four until Thursday.
